No. S. 0. 6. -The following Order made by the 
Oovernor-General is published for general information;^ — 

THE MADRAS (ENLARGEMENT OF AREA AND 
ALTERATION OF BOUNDARIES) ORDER, 1948 

Whereas by Section 290 of the Government of India 
Act, lydii, as adapted by the India {Provisional Constitution) 
Order, 1047, it is provided that the Governor- General may 
by order increase the area, and alter the boundaries, of any 
Province and may make sucfi provisions as the Governor- 
General may deem necessary or proper for any supple- 
mentary, incidental or consequential matters; 

And whereas doubt has arisen whether certain areas 
are included in the Dominion of India and form part of the 
Province of Madras; 

And whereas it is expedient to declare for removal 
of the doubt that the said areas are included in the said 
Dominion and form part of the said Province and to provide 
for certain supplemental, incidental and consequential mat- 
ters ; 

Aim whereas in accordance with the provisions of 
the said section, the Governor-General has ascertained the 
views of the Government of the Province of Madras, both 
with respect to the proposal to make the Order and with 
respect to the provisions to be inserted therein ; 

Now, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred 
on him by the said section and of all other powers enabling

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him in that behalf, the Governor-fTeneral is pleased to make 
the following Order; — 

1. This Order may be cited as the Madras (Enlargement 
of Area and Alteration of Boundaries) Order. 1948. 

2. The areas specified in the Schedule to this Order, 
which were known as the French loges at Masulipatam and 
Calicut, are hereby declared to be included in the territories 
of the Dominion of India and shall be deemed always to have 
been included in the said territories 

3 The said areas shall form part of the Province of 
Madras and shall be df'emed always trrlrave formed part of 
the said Province and the boundaries of the said Province 
shall be deemed alway-^ to have been so altered as to comprise 
within them the said areas 

4. (1) The area comprised in the loge at Masulipatam 
shall form part of Bandar Town in Kistna District and the 
area comprised in the loge at C.ilicut shall form part of 
Calicut Town in Malabar Distrii t and the said areas shall 
be administered accordingly. 

(2) All enactments for the time being in- , fo»oaJii^ii,ny of 
the said towns and all notifications, orders, schemes, rules, 
forms and bye-lnws issued, made or prescribed under such, 
enactments and for the time being in force in any of the said 
towns shall extend to and be in force in and shall always be 
deemed to have extended to and to have been in force in the

THE OKItifoA (EJMEAROEMEJNT OE AREA AND 
AETERATTObI OF BOUNDARIES) ORDER, 1948. 

WiiEKiiAS by Section 290 of the Lioverninent of India 
Act, 1935, as adapted by the India (Erovisional Constitution) 
Order, 1947, it is provided that the Governor- General may 
by order increase the aiea, and alter the boundaries, of any 
Rrovince and may make such provisions as the Governor- 
General may deem necessary or proper for any supplementary, 
incidental or consequent jal matters; 

And whebeas it is expedient that a certain area out- 
side the Dominion of India should be included thei'ein and 
made part of the Province of Orissa; 

And whereas in accordance^ with the provisions of 
the said section, the Governor-General has ascertained the 
views of the Government of the Province of Orissa both with 
respect to the proposal to make the order and with respect to 
the provisions to be inserted therein ; 

Now, THEREFORE, ill exercise of the powers con- 
ferred on him by the said section and of all other powers 
enabling him in that behalf, the Guvornor-General is pleased 
to make the following Order;— 

1. (1) This Order may be cited as the OrissH (kulavge 
jnciil of Area and Alteration of Boundaries) Ojxlcr, 1948, 

(2) It shall come into force at once 

2. The area known as (be Kreueb Loge a( Balasore, being 
an enclave within (he district of Balasore in the Province of 
Orissa, comprising a total area of approximately 45.1 acres, 

IS hereby included in (he territories of the Dominion of India'. 

3. The said area shall form part of the Province of Orissa 
and the boundaries of that Province shall be so altered as to 
comprise within them the said area. 

4. (1) The said area shall form part of the district of 
Balasore in the Province of Orissa and shall be administered 
accordingly. 
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(2) All enactments in force in the aforesaid district 
and all notifications, orders, schemes, rules, forms and bye- 
laws issued, made or prescribed under such enactments and 
in force in the aforesaid district shall extend to and be in 
force in the area included in that district by the preceding 
paragraph
